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Cattle Industry 
Growing, Says Red 


A glowing picture of Palra Beach 
County's growing cattle raising and 
farming activities was paited this 
week by County Agent M. U. 
j Mounts in his annual report to the 
county commission. 

Mounts, a long time employe of 
the county, said in the past 25 
years vast changes have transpired 
in all fields of agriculture. He said 
years ago the average farm con- 
tained about 49 acres and today 
the farms average more than 600 
acres each. In the meantime there 
has been little change in the popu- 
lation of the farmers. 

The county agent said the type 
and quality of the farming indust- 
ry has been improved and by com- 
parison in 1935, only 1,000 acres 
were planted in vegetables and last 


year the mark soared to 96,000 
acres. 
At the present time, he said, 


more than 100,000 acres have been 
turned into improved pasture lands 
to take care of the county's grow- 
! ing beef raising and dairy industry. 
F'e also pointed out that the sale 
of ornamental plants and. cut flow- 
ers which stood at about $1 million 
several years ago, last year 
brought in from $7 to $8 million.
